harles “Pete” W. Maddox, 

RSCCD Board of Trustees 

president, is seeking pub- 
lic office once again, but this time 
at a county level. 

The local business owner and 
RSC alumnus is running for a seat 
on the Orange County Board of 
Supervisors in the 1996 elections. 

If elected, Maddox will replace 
Rep. Gaddi Vasquez in the Third 
Supervisorial District. 

Vasquez, who resigned for per- 
sonal reasons, will vacate his offi- 
cial position this month. He will be 
temporarily replaced until the elec- 


tions by an appointee of Gov. Pete 
Wilson. 

Maddox requested appointment 
to the seat, but later rescinded and 
asked Gov. Wilson to remove him 
from the list of candidates. 

“I am protesting his application 
process,” Maddox said. 

The process requires applicants 
to supply information that Maddox 
thinks violates his rights as an 
American citizen. 

“They asked for my birth date, 
the name of my spouse and if I had 
any major physical disabilities,” 
Maddox said. “These questions vio- 
late my Constitutional right to pri-

Government miscues 
delay Chavez project 


Construction on 
new building 
100 days behind

onstruction on the new Cesar 
Chavez Business Computer Build- 

ing has been held back about 100 

days due to delays by the contractor in 
obtaining structural steel for the project.

SEX AGGRESSORS NOW, HARRASSERS LATER? 
A new study suggests that men who are sexually 

agressive may give clues on their eventual behavior later 
in life. Psychologists at the University of California-Los 
Angeles have found that men who dominate and mistreat 
women when they are young may have a tendency to 
commit sexual harassment and sexual assault later in life. 
The study traced the behavior of 172 men for 10 years. 

Author Neil Malamuth listed risk characteristics of each 
man, ranking them in numerous categories, including: 

* the acceptance of violence against women 

* being uncomfortable stepping outside maie roles 

* exaggerated masculinity 

* impersonal sex 

Malamuth found that eight of the nine men who topped 
the risk characteristics admitted to being sexually aggres- 
sive toward women. “It’s not fair to say that someone who 
exhibits some or all of these characteristics will turn out to 
be a rapist but attitude does give some indication on later 
behavior,” Malamuth says. “Menwho show signs of sexual 
aggression sometimes act on these feelings.” 

Although Malamuth says stress can also contribute to 
sexual aggressiveness, he cautions against making hasty 
decisions on a person because of stress levels.

is an incorrect assumption, accord- 
ing to Tom Osborne, the program 
facilitator. Designed to assist and 
challenge the motivated student, it 
provides seminar-type classes, close 
interaction with program faculty, 
smaller class size, and special ac- 
tivities, field trips, and colloquiums. 
Singular opportunities for enrich- 
ment, the honors colloquium fea- 
tures speakers who deal with topics 
of current interest. For example, an 
internationally acclaimed Profes- 
sor of Psychology at UC Irvine, 
Salvator R. Maddi, is an upcoming 
guest who will address the subject 
“Hardiness in Turbulent Times. Dr. 
Maddi, a Harvard University gradu- 
ate, is among the top 175 top clini- 
cal psychologists in the world. 

The program also offers opportu- 
nities for study abroad. In Decem- 
ber, there will be an Honors Inter- 
cultural Communication Study in 
Ireland, presented by Rancho 
Santiago College and Chapman 
University. Participants will stay 
with an Irish family, sight see in 
Dublin, visit the Malahide Castle, 
and enjoy special entertainment and 
cultural venues. 

Recognition 

There are additional benefits. 
Honors students receive recogni- 
tion on their transcript, member- 
ship in Phi Theta Kappa, designa- 
tion as a Chancellor’s Scholar (upon 
completion of the program), and 
the opportunity to enter into prefer- 
ential transfer agreements with 
participating four-year-colleges 
and universities, among them 
UCLA, USC, Chapman, and 
Pepperdine University. 

They are also eligible for special 
scholarships. Chapman University 
is currently preparing a substantial 
scholarship package for a lucky 
honors program transferee. 

Quality Education 

When evaluating transfer stu- 
dents, college admission offices 
look for certain criteria. One of 
these, of course, is academic per- 
formance, ora student’s grade point 
average. Another is academic rigor, 
or evidence of student ability in the 
form of honors courses or depth of 
study. 

The honors curriculum of gen- 
eral education courses are the best 
way to provide quality transfer 
education. There are currently eight 
courses being offered at RSC, in- 
cluding Anthropology, Astronomy, 
English, History, Geology, Psychol- 
ogy, and Speech Communication. 


Michael Carter, 28, a 4.0 RSC 
student who has participated in 
several honors courses, believes 
that the classes are a “good oppor- 
tunity for enrichment, and provide 
the experience of being able to stand 
out, or not be just another face in 
the crowd. “ Unlike a regular class- 
room situation, they “provide for 
the free expression of ideas and the 
(opportunity) to receive feedback 
for your questions.” 

Leadership 

An underlying component of the 
honors program is its role in lead- 
ership preparation, stressed Dr. 
Osborne, who is currently putting 
together an interdisciplinary course 
in the subject. “This is what the 
honors program does best,” he 
pointed out. “The environment is 
highly interactive, and encourages 
students to do their own thinking, 
ask questions, and be more creative 
and expressive.” 

“Texts differ in that students are 
given more primary sources, not 
simply another’s views. This fa-

cilitates the process of critical think- 
ing and is comparable to the expe- 
rience students’ would receive regu- 
larly at a university. “ 

The program heightens skills in 
critical inquiry, research, writing, 
and speaking, and helps to develop 
the capacity for independent learn- 
ing. Outcomes include greater self 
esteem, higher academic achieve- 
ment, and increased depth of un- 
derstanding and experience. 

Though designed to meet the 
needs of the academically gifted, 
the honors program is a gift to 
every student who seeks the best of 
education, and of themselves.

vacy and violates employment laws 
in the state of California.” 
Although Maddox disagreed with 
the governor’s policy, it has not 
deterred him from pursuing the 
county seat through public elec- 
tion. 

“t believe I can make a differ- 
ence,” he said. “I seek the responsi- 
bility of public office, not the power 
of the position.” 

Since Maddox was a child, he 
wanted to write for the Orange 
County Register and even deliv- 
ered the paper when he was a young 
boy. 

Registered as a Democrat, yet 
considering changing to the Inde- 
pendent party, Maddox’s interest 
in politics stems from experiences 
with government officials while he 
was a reporter in college. What he 
discovered while reporting the news 
was a corruptness he could not ig- 
nore. é 

“We have public officials with 
the power but not the responsibil- 
ity,” Maddox said. “The govern- 
ment has one purpose and that is to 
protect the citizens ... that’s it. And 
not just from foreign enemies, but 
from collapse of the economy and 
society.” 

“The government should not be 
involved in our morals and reli- 
gious views,” he said. “But the 
government should be involved eco- 
nomically and militarily.”

Maddox would like to one day 
see welfare reform and businesses 
more tightly regulated. 

“As if people on welfare are 
purposely having children,” he 
said. “She did not devise the sys- 
tem ... the government devised the 
program of welfare that rewards 
her for having another baby. The 
services should be directed at an 
investment approach, not just 
given away.” 

And regulating businesses is a 
must, Maddox said. “If we don’t 
regulate businesses, the tobacco 
industry will continue to make 
billions killing people. It should 
be against the law to manufacture 
a product that kills people.” 

If elected, the school board presi- 
dent proposes to accomplish the 
same goals that he helped achieve 
as an RSC board member. 

Some of these accomplishments 
include: reorganizing manage- 
ment, ethical behavior by board 
members (At Maddox’s request,

board members voted to abolish 
drinking alcohol during meetings), 
redirecting funds into the commu- 
nity and changing the way the 
school does business.

ber of reasons. 

Beginning with late shop draw- 
ings by the contractor, which detail 
every piece of the construction, the 
approval process was prolonged by 
the city and state, thus delaying the 
fabrication of the material. 

“They are in the process of at- 
tempting to make up time,” said 
RSC Facility Planner, Robert Par- 
tridge, “maybe all but 30 days of 
it.” 

Although the construction sched- 
ule shows the building ready in 
July 1996, actual move-in may not 
occur until August 1996. 

If the multi-million dollar facil- 
ity is not available for occupancy 
by next fall, classes scheduled for 
housing will continue to be held in 
portable classrooms adjacent to 
Johnson Center. 

Instructional programs expected 
to move to the new building are 
computer graphics, computer as- 
sisted drafting, and some art 
courses. 

‘All business division classrooms 
will have a large screen and a pro- 
jection system that hangs from the 
ceiling,” said John Howe, Dean of 
Business Division. “Instructors will 
actually be able to demonstrate soft- 
ware and do media presentations 
whether the classroom has a com- 
puter or not.” 

Support services, like the com- 
puter center on the second floor of 
the library, will also be relocated to 
the Chavez building having more 
footage and better handicap access 
to the equipment. 

“Tt will be larger with much more 
state-of-the-art equipment," said 


John Luxenberg, Coordinator of 
the Academic Computing Center. 
“Better networking and storage ca- 
pability will be available for both 
MacIntosh and PCs.” 

Among the computer and busi- 
ness-related programs, there will 
also be a large mediated lecture 
room that will support the Fire 
Technology Program of RSC. 

“I’ve been waiting for a long, 
long time for this,” said Chief Frank 
Scotti, Director of the RSC Fire 
Tech Department. “This classroom 
will be dedicated to the Fire Tech 
Program which is the biggest in the 
state and was recently the first Ac- 
credited Regional Academy in the 
state of California.” 

“We’ ve needed [a new computer 
and business building] for a long 
time,” said Partridge. “The Board 
of Trustees determined that our 
greatest need was to update our 
oldest facility which was the A 
building that used to occupy that 
site.” 

Built in the 1940s, the A building 
represented the most outmoded fa- 
cility of RSC. Classrooms had no 
air conditioning and electricity was 
such that instructors could not get 
enough power to run the comput- 
ers. 

The Cesar Chavez Building is 
fully supported by the state from 
what is called a State Capital Out- 
lay Program. 

Each year, the district submits, to 
the state, projects they feel meet the 
criteria for funding and then wait 
for approval to pursue them. 

Plans for the Business Computer 
Center began about six years ago 
when they were submitted to the 


state for funding and after an evalu- 
ation process, that took about a year 
and ahalf, the state found the project 
supportable and granted RSC the 
money for it. 

Since then, the facility planning 
department has had to complete a 
series of annual steps before be- 
ginning any actual construction. 

Although there was some partici- 
pation by students, community 
members and the RSC Associated 
Student Government, the name of 
the facility was determined prima- 
rily by the Board of Trustees. 

“The board and college commu- 
nity felt very strongly when Cesar 
Chavez passed away a few years 
ago,” said Partridge. “They wanted 
to name a facility in his honor 
because of his work and impact he 
had on our community, and be- 
cause the computer and business 
building was the first to be built 
after Chavez’s death, it was se- 
lected as the one to honor his name.” 

“He deserves it,” said Hector 
Garnica, another RSC student, 
majoring in political science. “It’s 
not a beautiful sight right now, but 
it will be and I’m looking forward 
to it.” 

The new building will be two 
stories high and contain about 
46,000 sq.ft. which doubles the size 
of the old facility. 

“It will be equipped with eleva- 
tors, meeting all of the disabled 
codes and requirements so that it is 
fully accessible to the handicapped,” 
Partridge said. 

“This [facility] is going to be very 
equipment-intensive and one of the 
best in the state ," said Howe. “It'll 
be a showcase.”

othing comes between Calvin Klein and a dollar. 
Ne= the early '80s, when a 15-year-old Brook 

Shields first generated monstrous sales, Klein has 
used and abused an easy formula: kids + sex = attention. 

In August, Klein began running ads of very young-look- 
ing men and women with their legs spread wide and their 
crotches exposed. Most disturbing were the television spots. 
They consisted of a sleazy, old man’s voice giving a young 
man directions to undress. 

Jeans were not the real product for sale in those ads, it 
was sex appeal-courtesy of Calvin Klein. 

When you think about it, there’s little difference between 
one pair of jeans and another. Jeans are usually denim, blue, 
and cover the lower half of the body. The number one fac- 
tor to most kids, when buying a pair of jeans, is looking 
good. Most young people want to be accepted by their 
friends, and looking attractive is a large part of that desire. 

That’s what big name fashion designers hope to capital- 
ize on. They want their brand name to be a status symbol 
for the youth of America. The fashion industry profits from 
the insecurities of people. Why else would anyone pay $100 
for a pair of jeans? 

Negative press may have persuaded Klein to pull the ads, 
or it may have been his plan from the start. Either way, he 
doesn’t mind the criticism. Now he looks like a victim, and 
that just means more free publicity. 

But the real victims are the teenagers. Ads like these don’t 
discourage sexual activity among kids; and teenagers don’t 
always think about the consequences of their actions. 

You would think that a grown man and father, like Calvin 
Klein, would understand this problem and consider the 
consequences of his actions. Maybe he just doesn’t care.

. oris Allen won the speakership of the California 
Assembly in June, becoming the first Republican 


to hold the powerful office in 25 years. The fact 
that she is a woman is interesting, but incidental.
